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FINAL REJECTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 ,2,4-1 0,1 5-1 7 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lucas (US 5,687,876). 

Referring to claim 1 ,5,8-10 . Lucas discloses a dispenser (Figure 1) wherein the 
dispenser comprises a container (see Figure 1) for holding at least one movable filter 
(4), a lever (20) connected to the container, an extension (50 and 54) connected to the 
lever (20) and extending into the container (Figure 6), a tip of the extension (48) having 
a friction surface (58) for engaging the at least one filter sheet (4) within the container 
(Figure 7) whereby lifting the lever (20) moves the tip of the extension (48) in the 
container and slides the at least one movable filter sheet (4) outward from the container 
(Figure 7). 

Lucas does not specifically disclose the dispenser sheet as being strips. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have modified the teachings of Lucas to include the article to be 
dispensed by the dispenser to be strips because it would allow a greater functionality for 
the dispenser.

Regarding claim 2,6 . Lucas discloses an article dispenser (Figure 1 ) wherein the 
lever (20) is the cover and is pivoted on a hinge (34) connected to the container (Figure 
1)- 

Regarding claim 4,15-17 and 20 . Lucas discloses an article dispenser (Figure 1 ) 
wherein the friction surface (58) is on a side of the extension (50) opposite from the top 
of the lever (top outside of member 20) and not another side of the extension (50). 

Regarding claim 7 . Lucas discloses an article dispenser (Figure 1 ) wherein the 
extension has a relative slippery surface on a side opposite the friction surface (49). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 4-10 and 17 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. See modified rejections above.
